RESPONSE TO ELECTION OF SPECIES REQUIREMENT 

Dear Sir: 

In the Office Action mailed March 25, 2005 (the "Office Action"), the Examiner set forth an Election 
of Species Requirement that identified what the Examiner has characterized as seven (7) patentably distinct 
species of the claimed invention. In particular, the Examiner suggested in the Office Action that the present 
application contains claims directed to the following seven species: 

Species I: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 3; 

Species 11: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 4 (having external magnet); 
Species HI: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 5a, 5b (having beam splitters); 



Species IV: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 6a, 6b (having wave plates instead of garnet); 

Species V: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 7a, 7b (having oblique mirror); 

Species VI: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 8a-8c (having beam displacer); and 

Species VII: optical circulator as shown in Fig. 9a, 9b (having multiple beam displacers). 

In response to the Election of Species Requirement set forth in the Office Action, Applicant hereby 
elects Species I (optical circulator as shown in Fig. 3) for examination, without traverse. Claim I is believed to 
be generic. In addition to claim 1, claims 2-7 are readable on the Species I. 

Applicant's election herein is made without prejudice. As noted by the Examiner, upon the allowance 
of a generic claim, Applicants will be entitled to consideration of claims to additional species that are written in 
dependent form or otherwise include all the limitations of an allowed generic claim as provided by 37 C.F.R. §
